Sold to Meet Shortage—Estimated 
Impairment Is $618,484—Board of 
Education Fixes Physical Tests for

The insolvent condition of the school 


teachers and employés’ pension fund, _re- 


ported in Tue Trisuneg earlier in the pres- 
ent month, was verified last evening when 
the Pension Fund commission, consisting of 
the members of the Board of Education, sit-. 
ting after the close of the regular session of 
that body, voted to Bell two $1,000 water cer- 
tificates to meet a deficit of $1,308 accruing 
for the month of April alone. This deficit 
of the fund was shown in the report of Au- 
ditor Custer, and it was stated by members 
of the commission that it is expected to be 
equally large for this and succeeding months. 

From statements made by members of the 
commission it is apparent that no hope is 
entertained for, relief from the insolvent 


condition of the fund as long as it is at- 


tempted to maintain it under the present 
law. Either the fund must be closed out, as 
recommended in the actuary’s report, or a 
permanent remedy must be sought by 
amending the law. 

Auditor Custe™ was not at the meeting 
when the report was read. = 


Estimated Im At Is $618,484, 


_In his report to the G Howland club 
of men principals, published in Tuz TRIBUNE 
of May 12, Acttary H. & Vail recom- 
mended that legal steps be taken to 
close the fund, which he said was hope- 
lessly insolvent. He éstimated the impair- 
ment of the fund in accordance with two 
principles of computation, the lower estimate 
placing the impairment at $618,484,and the 
higher at almost $700,000. He pointed out 
inequalities in the system requiring that 
men pay assessments five years longer than 
Women, and held it inequitable assess- 
ments be levied on the basis of a percentage 
of salary, while annuities paid from. the 
fund are equal to all beneficiaries. The club 
téok no action on the report, simply giving 
it out for the perusal ofteachers interested. 

The meeting of the ‘Pension Fund com- 
mission was attended last night by many 
grade teachers, but they manifested no in- 
terest in the fact that the fund had been 
overdrawn. It is probable that none of them 
realized that a deficiency in the fund had 
been reported, as the report was passed over 
hurriedly and was voted on in connection 
with a report favoring an amendm@nt to the 
rules as to the manner of collecting the 
teachers’ assessment.. 

Deficits Have Been Frequent. 

This is not the first time that a defict has 

existed and been reported on in the monthly

Through the contact of a telephone wire 
on which they were working with a trolley 
wire three employés of the Oak Park ex- 
change of the Chicago Telephone company 
suffereA painftl and serious injuries yester-

SUPPLEMENTAL BILL FILED. 


St. Louts, Mo., May 29.—In a rioting sense 
today’s developments were the worst ex- 
perienced since the strike on the lines of the 
St. Louls Transit company was ina 
over three weeks ago. The rioting was con- 
‘finéd to four places in the southern section 
of the city, and by ‘nightfall the polica rec- 
ords showed that fully a dozen persons had 
received bullet wounds and others hurt 
by flying missiles. Three of those hit by 
bullets received what are presumably mortal 
wounds, and that no one was killed outright 
seems miraculous, considering the great 
number of shots exchanged in indiscriminate 
fashion on the part of employ és of the com- 
pany, the strike sympathizers, and the 
‘Strikers themselves, The names of thous 
injured so far as leartied are:

The worst of the riotous disturbances 
curred near the intersection of Calif 
avenue and Keokuk street.

Stilson, a man imported from Cleveland, O., 
and Emergency Policeman Lofton, who were 
on the front ag saw that the tracks 
were impassable. A big crowd of people 
gathered to witness the removal of the ob- 
structions. They began to hoot and jeer and 
to apply epithets to the crew of the car, dar- 
ing any one to get off the car to remove the 
obstructions from the track As S8tilson 
started to step from the car his action was 
the signal for firing to begin from the crowd. 
Almost at the first shot Stilson threw up his 
hands and fel] to the front platform with a 
bullet through his body. 

In the fusillade that followed John T. Rice, 
a rodd agent, who was on the car, was shot 
down as he got from his seat inside, receiv- 
ing a ball through the chest. 

The police bodyguard on the car opened fire 
on the mob, at least 200 shots being ex- 

changed. The mob scattered and ran down 
side streets to get away. Officer Lofton said 
when the shooting began it seemed to him 
that fifty men had pistols pointed at the car, 
and that each one of them was blazing out

Two of the riote took place on South Broad- 
way as a result of the attempt of the Transit 
company to run its cars, The first disturb- 
ance was at the intersection of Broadway 
and Miller streets. Bonfires had been 
started dur the night and the tracks were 
found incumbered with débris by the 
crew of the first car out. A big crowd, com- 
posed of men, women, and children, was 
gathered at the corner and they hooted and 
jeered the crew as it attempted to remove 
the obstructions. 

Almost immediately shooting commenced 
from the car. First a single shot rang out 
and then a perfect fusillade. The crowd 
scattered in every direction in greatest 
confusion, A schoolgirl n Dollie Mit- 
chell screamed and fell to thé sidewalk. She

WOUNDED FIGHTING A DUEL. 


Harvey — Bullet Will 
Cause Death. 


Frank Cameron and Thomas O'Neil of 
Harvey fought'a duel with pistols on the 
platform of the Illinois Central Station at 
Harvey yesterday. Cameron was wounded, 
probably fatally. Half a dozen persons on 
the platform had to flee for their lives. 

For the last six months there has been ill- 
feeling between the two men. Yesterday 
afternoon O'Neil was arraigned, on Cam- 
eron’s complaint, before Justice H. M. Scott 
of H y and fined $25 for threatening fo 
kill C ron.

D. Rice to swindle him out of $2,000 
worth of diamonds, but were discharged last 
Friday by Justice Martin. 

Hospital physicians said Cameron had no 
chance of living. The wounded man de- 
clined to make any statement to the police, 
but told his brother O’Neil had sneaked be- 
hind him and shot him. 


STEALS COAL FOR SICK CHILD. 


Harry Dougherty, Who Was Shot by 
Policeman, a Union Man Long 


Out of Work Because of Strike. 


It was learhed yesterday that Harry 
Dougherty, who was shot late on Monday 
night by Special Policeman Fred C. Gurney 
while he was picking up coal along the 
tracks of the Panhan@le road, is a union 
laborer who has long been out of work on 
account of the labor troubles, and that he 
was taking the coal to warm a room for his 
sick child, whose suffering was made more 
severe by the night air.

Powers to Suppress “‘ Boxers.”

PEKING (Tuesday)—Owing to the spread 
qf the “ Boxers’” insurrection and the 
dangerous excitement prevailing in Peking, 
the legations have notified the Tsung-li- Ya- 
men that the foreign guards have been sum- 
moned and will arrive immediately.

GALLIFET OUT OF OFFICE 


FRENCH MINISTER OF WAR RESIGNS 
HIS PORTFOLIO, 


Iliness and Indignation Combined Said 
to Be the Cause — General Andre 
Named as His Successor—Has Made 
Goed Record in Cabinet,’ but De- 


clares He Cannot Endure the Strain | 


Any Longer—Opposition Press Takes ‘ 
Occasion to Attack Government.

GRACE CORNEAU.} 

PARIS, May 30.—General the Marquis de 
Gallifet has resigned his portfolio as Min- 
ister of War, and General Andre has been 
appointed as his successor. The announce- 
ment was made officially at a late hour. 

Deputy Bourgeois, who saved the Cabinet 
Monday in the Chamber by proposing a 
vote, was seen to enter by the private ¢n- 
trance of the Elysée to confer with President 
Loubet. 

At the Cabinet meeting of Tuesday M. de 
Gallifet was absent, being too ill to attend. 

It is declared in political circles that a 
note was dictated asking him to give the 
Premier more time that he might endeavor 
to persuade the Minister of War to recon- 
sider his resignation. 


Double Reason for Resignation. 
The War Minister’s action is thought to 
be due partly to fll health, but mainly be- 
cause of the reflections cast upon the War 
office by the Premier at the opening session 
of the Chamber. 


Says His Health Is Failing. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

PARIS, May 30.—In his letter to M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau, the Premier, Géneral de 
Gallifet pleads ill-health as a reason for his 
decision. His exact words are: 

“I am exceedingly ill and my health pre- 
vents me resisting all emotions of the mo- 
ment.” 

The Official Journal this morning contains 
the acceptance of the resignation, embodied 
in a decree signed by President Loubet, 
which also appoints the new Minister of 


War. 
Sends for General Andre. 

After deciding upon General Andre, the 
Premier telegraphed to him at Nemours, 
and General Andre left immediately, arriv- 
ing in Paris about 11:15 last evening. An 
understanding was rapidly reached regard- 
ing all points tn the Ministerial program. 

Tll-health is not generally considered the 
sole reason for the resignation of General 
de Gallifet, in view of the apologetic state- 
ment made by M. Waldeck-Rousseau in the 
Chamber of Deputies. There seems little 
doubt that he was annoyed by the word 
“ felony " applied to an officer of the French 
army. 


General de Gallifet’s retirement ts regarded - 


with considerable regret. His straightfor- 
ward conduct and his vigorous manner of 
dealing with opponents were the delight of 
his friends, and his rugged eloquence at 
times compelled even the admiration of his 
enemies. 

It is difficult to say yet what effect the 
resignation will have upon the Cabinet. Gen- 
eral Andre was inted a General of divi- 
sion a year ago. He is an officer of the 
Legion of Honor. 


New Minister. Ranks High. 
General Andre is 62 years old. He is an 


excellent type of the well educated French | 


soldier, distinguished by physical vigor and 
energy. While commander of the Polytech- 
nic School from December, 1893, to May, 
1890, he showed himself a skillful as well as 
an energetic administrator. He has strenu- 
ously opposed the introduction of politics 
into the army, and it is therefore certain that 
he will cojperate with the Cabinet to make 


France peaceful. 
Opposition Not Appeased. 


The news of the change in the Cabinet be- 
came known at too late an hour last evening 
to allow the morning papers to comment 
upon it. Most of them merely announced 
the fact. The anti-Semite and Nationalist 
papers, however, cannot resist the tempta- 
tion to indulge in violent language. 

The Libre Parole accuses General Andre 
of being “the only General in the French 
army who has publicly manifested sympathy 
with Dreyfus.” The Echo de Paris recog- 
nizes General Andre’s high qualities, but 
regrets that he consents to associate himself 
with the “ evil work” of the ministry. 

The Gaulois predicts that before three 
months are over Andre will show himself a 
true French General by abandoning those 
who now applaud him as they did Chanoine

WEATH OF SIR GEORGE GROVE. 
The world of musical literature has suf- 
fered a severe loss by the death of its most 
eminent representative, Sir George Grove, 
| which occurred at London on Monday last. 
As connoisseur, author, and critic he has 
had no competitor but Hanslick of Vienna. 
He was born at Clapham, Surrey, in 1820, 
and was educated as a civil engineer. In. 
this capacity he was eminently successful, 
several lighthouses and railroad bridges at- 
‘testing to his mechanical skill. From the 
first, however, his leaning was towards the | 
arts. In his 30th year he succeeded Mr. 
Scott Russell as Secretary to the Society 
of Arts, and subsequently was appointed 
Secretary tothe Crystal Palace company, a 
position which he held until 1873. In 1882 
he was appointed by the Prince of Wales 
director of the Royal College of Music at 
Kensington, and in the following year he 
was knighted by the Queen at Windsor. 

Sir George Grove has contributed to 
general literature as well as to that of 
music. For several years he was the editor 
of Macmillan’s Magazine. He wasalso one 
of the principal contributors to the “ Dic-- 
tionary of the Bible,” edited by Dr. William 
Smith, and took a leading part in the for- 
mation of the Palestine exploration fund. 
For these services the University of Dur- 
ham conferred upon him the honorary de- 
gree of D. C, L. 

It was to music, however, that he gave the 
best and most of his ability. He was always 
an advocate of the higher music, and asa 
propagandist few men have been his equal. 
‘His analyses of orchestral music for the 
Saturday concerts at the Crystal Palace, 
and for other high class concerts as well, 
have never heen excelled. They were 
marked by great-learning and rapidly be- 
came invested with unquestionedauthority. | 
He has added to the modern repertory by 
the discovery of important manuscripts of 
Mendelssohn, Schumann, and Schubert. 
But for his efforts, indeed, the symphonies 
of the latter might still have been unknown 
to the musical world. The crowning ac- 
complishment of his life was the “ Diction- 
ary of Music and Masicians,” which is 
known to musical scholars the world over. 
It is a work of many hands, edited by Mr. 
Grove, but many of the leading biographies, 
among them Beethoven, Mendelssohn, and 
Schubert,.are from his own pen, and are 
characterized by expert knowledge, cartful 
analysis, and authoritative criticism. Asa 
reference from 1450 to the middle of this 
century it is unexcelled, but from 1850 to 
1882, the date of its publication, there are 
several omissions. Some of these were sub- 
sequently included in an appendix, but there 
still remain some im nt topics, mainly 
biographical, which have been overlooked. 
The musical world still needs a dictionary 
which can be called complete. The French 
and German ones are already growing anti- 
quated, while Grove’s only comes down to 
1882. So far as its contents are concerned, 
however, they are accurate ard the work 
will always stand as a monument to Sir 
Geotge Grove’s musical scholarship.

THE REPUBLICAN PARTY’S BIRTHDAY, 
The birthday of the Republican party 
in Illinois was fittingly celebrated yesterday 
at Bloomington, its birthplace, under the 
auspices of the “McLean County His- 
torical society. Forty-four years ago, the 
date of this anniversary, the first con- 
vention of Republicans in this State, ar- 
ranged for by an editorial convention -on 
the 22d of the preceding February, was 
held at Bloomington, not alone to nominate 
a State.ticket but to protest against the 
extension of slavery in the Territories and 
the repeal of the Missouri compromise. It 
was the first great anti-slavery extension 
convention held in Illifiois. Few of those 
who attended it are now living. Of the 
Cook County delegation possibly only two 
remain, Mr, George Schneider and Mr, J. 
D. Waughop. Few also of the famous 
membeis from other parts of the State are 
left. {it was upon this memorable oc- 
casion that Abraham Lincoln, who was 
chairman of the Committee on Nominations, 
made his eloquent “lost speech,” which 
so swept the reporters off their feet that 
they neglected their duty. Mr, Lincoln de- 
¢lined to write it out afterwards upon 
the ground that the country was not yet 
ready for so radical a condemnation of 
slavery. One delegate, however, saved | 
some rough notes and others added to 
them from memory, so that the substance of 
the famous address has been preserved. 
The convention of 1856 was one of the 
first party protests against human slavery, 
It was the herald of the coming struggle, 
fought out to a successful close under the 
auspices of the Republican party and war 
Dempcrats, led by Abraham Lincoln in 
the “Presidency and Ulysses 8. Grant in 
the field. The convention which Lincoln 
addressed with such fervor that day helped 
pave the way for the surrender of the 
confederacy to Grant at Appomattox, and 
the downfall Of the system of human slavery 
~a result which was achieved, as ex-Gov- 
érnor Fifer said, in his welcoming speech 
yesterday, “ not by the efforts of any single 
political party, for slavery was abolished 
and the union preserved by the com- 
mon patriotism of the country, and men 
of all shades of political belief now 
applaud the wisdom and courage of 
the convention held here near half a cen-

THE OREGON ELECTION. 

The election to be held in Oregon on June 
4 is expected to throw some light on the 
result of the fall campaign. State issues 
are not involved, although a Legislature 
and a Supreme Judge are to be elected as 
well as two Congressmen. The contest will 
be purely on the present dividing lines be- 
tween the Republican and Democratic 
parties in the natioh at large. ‘The registra- 
tion has been the largest known, and the 
Democrats, Populists, and so-called “ sil- 
ver” Republicans have combined, as they. 
did in 1896. | 

The Rhode Island election in April showed 
the vote of the two parties to be substantial- 
ly the same as four years ago, but the 
sturdy Republicanism of the New England 
State made the result of minor importance 
in, forecasting politics in the nation at large. 
Oregon, being a Western State and in close 
sympathy with those of the Rocky Mountain 
region, its decision will have more signit- 
ieance; The State has always been close. 
Four years ago the parties that are now 
united polled 46,662 votes, while McKinley 
received 48,779 votes, a plurality of 2,117. 
In 1892 the State was carried by the Fusion- 
ists by a plurality of 811 votes. In the off 
years the Republicans have generally re- 
ceived greater majorities than in the Prési- 
dential elections, the plurality in 1898 hay- 
ing increased to 10,551. Brats Se 
_ Oregon’s interests would seem to be en- | 
tirely in sympathy with expansion, the 
growth of commerce with the Orient hay- 
ing brought prosperity to the people of the 
State.

There have been 
growing rumors of disintegration in the 
Boer rankg, but they lacked confirmation. 
The Daily Mail correspondent now con- 
firms the most sensational of these reports 
as far as Pretoria is concerned. His dis- 
patch makes it fairly clear that there will 
be no concerted attempt to defend Pretoria 
or Johannesburg. If there is to be a final 
rally it will probably be in some mountain 
district. 

The panic and confusion in Pretoria must 
be taken to indicate that the Transvaal 

vernment has- practically given up the 

ht. Though there are some lines of de- 
fense around the Transvaal capital, there 
appears to be no active preparation for 
resistance. Both food and money are 
scarce, and the inhabitants are said to be 
weary of the war and anxious only to escape 
from the city before the coming of the 
British. A special train prepared for Presi- 
dent’s Kruger’s escape stands ready night 


and day. This seems to confirm the belief | 


that the Transvaal government is about to 
move its quarters, probably to Leydenburg.

THE CLOSE OF THE CONFERENCE. 

The Methodist Conference closed its work 
yesterday noon. The twenty Bishops and 
750 delegates sang together their “Sweet 
By and By” and with mutual benedic- 
tions started back to their homes all over 
the continent and some of them to for- 
eign lands. Looking back over the record 
it will be found that they have added much 
of importance to the history of the church. 
Lay delegates will be admitted to equal 
representation with ministerial delegates 
and when next the conference mneets women 
will be admitted as lay delegates. A con- 
stitution has-been adopted. Four Bishops, 
two general superintendents, and two Mis- 
sionary Bishops have been elected. The 
time limit has been abolished on pastorates, 
‘Foreign episcopal residences have been 
established at Shanghai and Zurich. The 
secretarysbips of the various church benev- 
olent societies have been consolidated, 
Further than this, it has tabled the majority 
report’ of the Temperance committee cen- 
‘puring the President and Attorney General 
and adopted the minority report pledging 
the church to battle for the defeat of the 
liquor traffic, and it has dodged the amuse- 
ment ban in the discipline, 

The machinery of the conference is of 
such a nature that it facilitates business. 
The delegates got down to work within 
five minutes of the opening, for they do 
not have to waste time in chodsing a pre- 
siding officer, and they kept at work down 
to the closing amen. In this respect-the 
conference was a model of parliamentary 
decorum and legislative dispatch, Con- 
sidering the enthusiasm, impulsiveness, and 
plain speaking of Methodists, the sessions 
were free from excitement or bad temper. 
The delegates showed themselves progres- 
sive, patient, and ready to yield to the in- 
evitable. ‘They will carry away with them 
the highest regards and best wishes of the 
people of Chicago.

According to Mr. Lee’s 
liberal definition, a poet is one who loves his

So long as the.thing a man works with is a part 
of an inner ideal to him, so long as he makes the 
thing he works with express that ideal, the heat 
and the glow, and the luster, and the beauty, and 
the unconat es of that man and of that 
| man’s delight shall be upon all that he does, 
It shall sing to heaven. It shall sing to all on 
earth who overhear heaven. : 

Brakemen, though seemingly prosaic 
men, love a railway as Shakspeare loved 
a sonnet, says Mr, Lee, and if there ever 
was a poet the engineer is one The 
feeling that the latter has for his machine 
is made up of passion and devotion, and 
poetry and such sentiments ought to put 
the mechanical arts on a level with the fine 
arts. Mr. Lee says: y 

I only know that so long as the fine arts, in an 
axe like this. look déwn on the mechanical arts 
there shall be no fine arts. I only know that so 
long as the church worships the laborer’s God, 
but does not reverence labor, there shall be no 
religion in. it for men today, and none for women 
and children tomorrow. I only know that so long 
as there is no poet amongst us who can put him- 
self into a word, as this man, my brother, the 
engineer, is putting himself into his engine, the 
engine shall remove mountgins and the word of 
the poet shall not; it shall be buried beneath the 
mountains. 

This ic something of the same thought 
that William .Morris expressed in his 
“ Hopes and Fears for Art,” and it has 
a true and inspiring ring toit. But Mr. Lee 
says that while poetry is the discovery of 
new connections, science is the grudging 
acknowledgment of them, which is a grudg- 
ing acknowledgment on the part of Mr. Lee 
of the power of science. What would his 
engineer have been without the assistance 
of science, and would there have been 
any engines without sciamce? We may all 
be poets in Mr. Lee’s sense, because of 
the love of our work, but we are scien- 
tists, too, because all work is founded upon 
scientific principles. 7

Friday will 
be devoted ti a consideration of the bill 
which proposes to extend the operations of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and a vote will 
be had at 4 o'clock the same day. 

Both measures will be passed by 4 party 
vote and the Republicans hope to force and 
probably will insist upon a record vote. 

When Mr. Bryan first proposed his consti- 
tutional amendment scheme, which, by the 
way, he stole from a much more humble 
member of the party, the Republidans were 
rather alarmed at the situation. They soon 
saw, however, that the Bryan doctrine was 
essentially antagonistic to all the traditions 
of the Democratic party.

OUSTED POLICE WITHOUT PAY. 


Controller Kerfoot Declines to Give 
Salaries to Ptacek and Inspectors 
| Unless Tuley So Orders. 


Assistant of Police Ptacek 
and Inspectors Hartnett, Kalas, and Heidel- 
meier are in more trouble. Not only has 
Judge Tuley decided they must be ousted 
from their present positiéns but Controller 
Kerfoot has refused to pay them their sal- 
aries from the time the suit attacking the 
title to their office was begun, three months 
ago.
